The father went to 
work in the steel mills near 
Cleveland. Their son grew up in 
the mill town. He worked and 
studied.

The Senator is another independ- 
ent who does his own thinking.

@ genius for being wrong in the 
field of foreign affairs. In de- 
mestic matters he is a thorough 
student. But, in international de- 
¢isions he is almost always 
wrong. Some of these are his- 
toric.

Here Is 
The ‘Farm Problem’ ° 


So far this year farm income has 
dropped nine percent, but the cost of food 
has gone up four percent. 

In short, the farmer is getting less for 
his product, but the consumer is paying 
more for it. 

That is in line with a trend that has 
been going on a long time. The farmer’s 
share of the food dollar has dropped stead- 
ily. But the price to the consumer has not. 

Then we wonder why there is a “farm 
problem.” 

At least part of the answer is written 
in the Washington and Pittsburgh milk 
strikes. The delivery men already were 
making more for an eight-hour day than 
most farmers who have thousands of dol- 
lars invested in their farms and who work 
12 hours a day six—or in the case of 
dairies—seven Gays a week. 

A publication of the U. S. Department 
of Agriculture last Winter showed the 
hourly earnings of food marketing em- 
ployees have gone up steadily since 1945. 
But farm prices, even at that date, had 
been going down steadily for 22 months. 
They’re still going down. 

Moreover, the prices of the things the 
farmer buys are going up because of in- 
dustrial wage increases granted in recent 
months. 

Consumers, including the same workers 
whose Wages have gone up at the expense 
of the farmer, invariably resist higher 
food prices. y 

That, in brief, is the “farm problem.” 
And it will require more than subsidies 
and the tinkering of vote-conscious poli- 
ticians to remedy it.

But that does not obscure the credit due 
to the hard-working traffic officers who 
have handled an extremely difficult situa- 
tion with admirable efficiency. They de- 
serve the thanks of everyone.

George Champions 


Social Security Bill 


_ WASHINGTON—Sen. Walter F. George is 

credited with a major feat in piloting through 

the Senate with only two dissenting votes the 
important administration-sponsored bill broadening the social 
security program to cover ten million additional persons. 


It took the Senate Finance Committee, of which the Georgia 
Senator is chairman, more than two months to whip the compre- 
hensive bill into shape, but required only six days to pass it under 
the able leadership of Senator George, who, by virtue of his chair- 
manship of the committee, was in charge of the measure on the floor. 


George had set out to make the bill nonpartisan in character. 
How well he succeeded is reflected in the final vote—81 to 2. Sel- 
dom is a piece of major legislation passed by such a lopsided ma- 
jority. It is hailed as striking tribute to his position of leadership 
in the Senate that he was able to put through a bill of such impor- 
tance with so little opposition. 


After spending the past week end in the state, Senator George 
came back to Washington with reassuring reports from his friends 
on his campaign for renomination. His colleagues in the Senate 
were gratified to hear that he apparently is to be renominated for 
another term without serious difficulty. The Senator himself has 
taken no active part in the campaign, having been held to his post 
in Washington by the press of important legislation which it has 
been necessary for him to handle personally because of his chair- 
manship of the top-ranking committee of the upper chamber. 


Secretary of State Acheson paid a dubious 
Rusk Accent tribute to the linguistic accomplishments of 
Deputy Undersecretary of State Dean Rusk, a Georgian, in a story 
he told this week at the Governors” Conference at White Sulphur 
Springs, W. Va. He was identifying the first-string men in the 
department, many of whom come from Southern states. 


“At a recent meeting in which many languages were used,” 
the secretary said, “Dean Rusk, of Georgia, agreed to use Ger- 
man”—obviously for the accommodation of some of the foreign rep- 
resentatives present. “After the meeting,” Mr. Acheson. went on, 
“he was approached by a representative of France who asked where 
he came from. Mr. Rusk replied he was from Georgia. Said the 
Frenchman, ‘I thought you spoke German with a Russian accent.’” 


The Frenchman, of course, had mistakenly assumed that Mr. 
Rusk came from Georgia, USSR, instead of Georgia, USA. But 
whether the Frenchman’s mistake was intended as a compliment or 
not, the Georgia man does speak German fluently enough, having 
received a part of his education there before the war. Georgia, 
USSR, as most persons know, is in the Caucasus, a mountain range 
between the Black and the Caspian seas, better known as the birth- 
place of Marshal Stalin.

He points out that the gov- 
ernment has lost only $26,000,000 through bank failures having 
guaranteed deposits, whereas during the 16 years the system has 
been in force the FDIC has built up reserves, as a protection against 
such failures, amounting to $1,200,000,000. It is this big reserve 
fund that will enable Congress to reduce the insurance premium of

The termites began to gnaw at Southworth’s throne in 
Spring training last year. Out of Florida came article on 
article shot through with insinuations of budding insurree- 
tions.

In each and every such Cape case, Boston sports writers 
are charged with the actual crime. I have never yet been quite 
able to detect the seat of this anarchistic power wielded by the 
Boston press. But it’s there. Boston sports writers, as a set, are 
to be regarded as cautiously as the coral snake by baseball men. 
When a manager hires himself off to the Braves and the Red Sox, 
he accepts the herd of sports writers as his employers, too. 

The secret is probably found in numbers. There are nine 
daily newspapers crowding each other inside Boston’s stuffed 
shirt. Each covers the Braves and Red Sox with bloodhound 
diligence. No individual associated with either club is safe 
from prying eyes. Whatever he does is covered by a man 
with pencil and pad in hand. 
Such indefatigable Journalism is chargeable to the competition, 

for no other major league club is attended by nine local news- 
papers. Consequently, to avoid suffering the indignity of a beat, 
or a scoop, every Boston writer must report what he sees. If he 
doesn’t, his rival is quite liable to turn the most triyiel incident 


into a major story. 
. It was just such a situation as this that 
Trish Revolution led to the blast on Southworth dur- 


ing the 1949 Spring training. A veteran Irishman named Dave 
Egan, noted for supreme vituperation, sat in Boston and wrote of 
near rebellion in the Braves’ Florida camp. He had been furnished 
details by his paper’s Spring training representative, who probably 
figured he was in no position to risk a lockout by the Braves.

It came to 
McCarthy in °46, when the slipping Yankees first drove him back 
to his farm in upstate New York. i, 4

heebie-jeebies. But how will Look Magazine explain this?

VALDOSTA, June 23—The av- 
Lowndes County farmer 
will net about 10 percent less in- 
come this year than last, County 


Thursday. 
However, the crop outlook Is 
much better than three months 
ago, says Miller. For awhile it 
looked like Lowndes County farm- 
ers would realize 15 or even 20 
percent less than their 1949 net, 
he added.
